Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Invention II, claims 14, 15, 17-23 and 25- 
32 in the reply filed on August 25, 2008 is acknowledged. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 -

Regarding independent method claim 14, the prior art of record fails to teach 
"mapping the data organized in a hierarchical arrangement to the at least one column in 
each of the at least two different tables based on the schema and creating in at least 
two different files where each file is associated with one of at least two different 
relational tables records from the data organized in a hierarchical arrangement from 
nodes identified as data to be stored in the at least one column in each of the at least 
two different relational tables; and streaming records into at least two different relational 
tables by inserting the records from the at least two different files into corresponding 
ones of the at least two different relational tables as each record is determined to be 
complete." The limitations of independent system claim 25 parallels method claim 14, 
therefore it is allowed for similar reasons stated.
